The cooperation of 
Overseers in extending temporary aid and supplementary 
medical services has been very helpful. 


The administrative expenses of this department have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative re- 
view of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the total 
administrative cost per case per month is among the lowest in 
the country. 

The advice and counsel of local officials and interested 
people are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its 
field staff.

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Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools 


In this report I want to call attention, as I have done in 
recent years, to trends and developmens in this supervision 
district and throughout Vermont in general, conditions that 
should be commonly known and considered. 


A very few words will cover the routine of supervision, — 


The Essex-Orleans Supervision District of which Brighton 
is 2 member consists, as it has since the reorganization of 
1934, of ten towns in Essex and Orleans Counties. The teach- 
ing staff of the district consists of forty teachers distributed 
through two high-schools, two graded schools as such and 
twenty-one rural schools with one or two teachers. The total en- 
1ollment of pupils is approximately eight hundred, 


In general the superintendent makes an average of ten 
visits at each school during the year. He also attends to such 
matters as the purchasing of supplies and books, and_ hiring 
teachers in cooperation with the school-board. Office work, 
board meetings, staff conferences, professional conferences 
and other meetings occupy the remainder of the _ superin- 
tendent’s time. , 


The school enrollment in the entire district has fallen off — 
approximately thirty percent in the last ten or twelve years; 
and the personnel of the teaching staff has fallen off in about 
the same ratio. This seems to indicate a population movement 
that is affecting the smaller towns of northern Vermont. There 
‘are in the district sixteen one-room schools that have been 
closed for want of pupils or teachers or both. Unless a back- 
‘to-the-land movement develops it is doubtful whether these 
closed schools will ever be opened agiain. Probably it would be 
‘good economy to sell them when opportunity offers. 


High school attendance, which has fallen off during the 
war-years should be encouraged. As industry returns to nor- 
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mal conditions young people of high-school age will find it in- 
creasingly difficult to obtain employment. A juvenile de- 
linquency problem similar to that which became so _ serious 
during the depression years is already developing again. Any 
necessary expenditute of money to keep these young people in 
school will be well invested. 


Teachers’ salaries will tend to increase in the immediate 
future, especially if wages in industry increase. It will be in- 
creasingly difficult for some years yet to obtain enough well 
qualified teachers to supply our schools. Especially will this be 
true of the elementary and rural schools. We are employing 
in Vermont about 385 so-called emergency teachers, that is 
teachers who are not qualified to teach under such regulations 
as were in force five years ago. About 100 rural schools have 
been closed for want of teachers. The total enrollment of pro- 
spective teachers in all of our teacher-training institutions in 
the state is only 225. These figures present a serious problem. 


During the war years we have found it possible to en- 
gage teachers who hold only emergency certificates; and we 
have been fortunate indeed that such teachers were available. 
As soon as it becomes possible requirements for certification 
probably will be revised, becoming more exacting. The emer- 
gency teachers in general rendered excellent service, and it is 
to be hoped that many of them will remain in the schools of 
Vermont. However, the good of the profession demands that 
professional requirements and standards be maintained at a 
high level if the profession is to be recognized. Emergency 
teachers who wish to remain in the service should make plans 
for meeting more exacting requirements. 


During the past summer and fall we remodeled the village 
schoolhouse, making room for an jadequate kitchen and lunch- 
room in which we are serving noon lunches to about thirty- 
five pupils. This project is amply justifying the expense. I 
want to express my appreciation of the fine community ser- 
vice which the Parent-Teacher Association is rendering through 
the noon lunch. 


I strongly urge the establishment of a Course in Home 
Economics to include girls in the Seventh and Eighth Grades 
and in High School. As soon as trained district nurses become 
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available again I urge the establishment of ja Nursing Unit in 
coooeration with a group of other towns.
